t Heavy Fabric 


When working on heavy fab- 
rics, use brown paper strips 
under the edges, To handle 
French scams, used on sheer 
fabrics, first press as stitched, 
and then press seam open with 
point of fron, using a press cloth 
because. this seam js on the right 
sIdo of the fabric. Then trim 
seam -narrower, than finished 
serm will be. Most finished 
French seams are less than %4- 
{nch wide. Turn bncek sharply 
on first stitching; press. ‘Then 
stitch and press ns you stitched. 
Finish by pressing on the right 
side, using press cloth on fabrics 
that may show shine. : 


Onc of the signs of a custom- 
made garment is the decora- 
tlve lapped scam.
